.The complete report of the commit- 


tee was as follows: 


To the Fort Wayne Commercial

Gentlemen:—We, the under- 


signed members of tho above named 
committee appointed by your presi- 
dent under a. resolution authorizing 
the Investigation of the so-called com- 
mission form of municipal government 
and its workings in other cities, beg 
leave to report as follows: 


"Your committee first gathered data 


on the subject and- then decided to at- 
tend the national convention of the 
League 
of American Municipalities 


held at St. Paul and Minneapolis, Min- 
nesota, from August 23rd to 27th. We 
did this that we might come in touch 
with tfie questions that were being 
agitated before that league, bringing 
into view both the strong and weak 
points in the government of the cities 
under discussion. In addition to many 
papers on other phases of city gov- 
ernment, we had the pleasure of listen- 


i ing to several carefully prepared pa-

pers on the subject by persons from] 
those cities having experience along 
this line, and from advocates of the 
plan by persons who had studied the 
results In other cities. 


"The city of St. Paul has a charter 


commission that is now drawing a 
new charter for that city.

special invitation to a private meeting 
of that committee, and listened to an 
address by Mr. John MacVicar, of Des 
Molnes, Iowa, as to the advantages of 
the Des Moines plan of government, 
and were accorded the unexpected 
privilege of joining with the members 
of that commission in interrogating 


operated under this plan of government 
by virtue of a statute authorizing cities 
o£ that class so to do. Up until that 
time- it operated under tho old alder- 
manic form of government, where the 
different departments of the city were 
managed by boards and committees ot 
the council. We were told that a com- | 
mission similar to your committee vis- 
ited Indiana and Texas, where the Gal- 
veston plan was in operation, as well 
as other states where modifications of 
tho aldermanic plan were in force, and 
it was conceded that the present In- 
diana code was a long step in advance 
and a grdat improvement over any 
other plan, unless it be the Galveston 
plan Both had their advocates, but by 
a considerable majority the Galveston 
plan, with somo modifications, 
was 


adopted. 


Nominations By Primary. 


"The Des Molnes law provides a sys- 


'tcm of primary nominations to select 
candidates for the election held two 
weeks later. Any citizen may have his 
name submitted to the 
voters 
for 


mayor or member of the council when- 
ever twenty-five citizens petition there- 
for 
These names are placed on a bal- 


lot arranged alphabetically, and each 
voter marks the name of the person he 
desires for mayor and the four par- 
sons he desires for members of the 
council. The two receiving the most 
votes for mayor are put on the ticket 
for mayor, and the eight receiving the 
greatest number ot votes for council- 
men are put on the ticket for council- 
men. At the general election the voter 
designates his choice for mayor and 
four for the council, and those having 
the largest vote are declared elected. 
We heard the suggestion made by sev- 
eral citizens that it would be an im- 
provement over the present plan to 
have five councilmen elected, and that 
they should elect one of their members 
for chairman with the powers of the 
mayor, and 'that by so doing the elec- 
tion 'would be simplified. The mayor 
and the councilmen have the same 
voice and power so far as the transac- 
tion of the business is concerned, ex- 
cept that the mayor is the chairman of 


' the meeting and has a general over- | 
sight of affairs. 


How Work Is Divided. 


"The city's business is divided be- 


tween the mayor and the members of 
the council, one looking after 
the 


streets, another the police, the third | 
finance and the fourth parks, etc., and 
practically manage their departments 
along the lines laid out by the coun- 
cil. 
The several heads of departments 


have power to hire and discharge em- | 
ployes. 
| "The council meets every other day 
regularly and as often In special ses- 
sion as the business of the city de- 
mands; the councilmen giving their 
entire time to the city's-affairs. They 
claim that they can manage the city's 
affairs similar to the management that 
the board of directors of any large 
corporation can give'to its business. 
Tho salary of the mayor is $3,500 and 
of the councilmen is $3,000 a year in 
Des Molnes.

cover other corporations. 
"There if 


no. more reason that I can see," said 


Senator Beveridge, "why moral oblt- 
;ations~should have been made legal 
l>y compulsion for bankers than for 
other persons in whom there also is 
placed a public trust. I speak of pack- 
ers, railroad magnates, steel trust and 
sugar trust men. After all, this is the 
people's government and the banks are 
the people's banks. The banker in real- 
ity is the trustee for the people of 
their 
community. The 
business of f 


banker is and should be based largely 
on honor. The time was when the 
butcher sold meat to the Individual, 
but now the big packer has taken his 
place and the packer'sells to millions 
of people. In other words, the packer 
has to become the trustee of the peo- 
ple.' When the packers insisted they 
could run their own business and do 
as they pleased, the government step- 
ped in and passed the meat inspecting 
bill and the packers were forced to 
recognize the principle on trusteeship 
for the people.

They 
all deal with the people and In a 
measure are trustees for the people. 
Let us get every line of business in 
this country down to the basis of hon- 
esty.

"I haw noticed a Rood deal of com- 
icnt on my speech on 'new national- 
sm,' " suid the colonel. "All that 'new 
nationalism' means is the application 
of certain old time moralities to Un- 
changed conditions of the day.

o see greater governmental etllciem-y 
lecause we have to deal with greater 
business efficiency. 
Simple laws are 


ill thut are necessary in small com- 
munities where there is no bijr busi- 
ness and each man works for him- 
self. 


"When you get masses of wealth

"I would not do any wrong to the

tinct from the back and each other, the entire surface of the back and cir- 
cumference of the three flues are radiating surfaces.

A USE FOR CHARRED TIMBER. 


Cedar From Burnt Forests of the West 


May 8erv« a< Piling. 


In tte state .of Oregon a TTOJ- has 


teen lomjd to use the charred timber 
on forest lands over -which fire has 
swept. 


A contract has Just been made with 


the San'fa Pe railroad by a logger to 
supply 1,300 pieces ot piling from a 
tract of burnt cedar. This materia 
has for yet^rs been thought to be ut- 
'tcrly useless. .Now it.is believed it can 
l>fc put to as good .use. as green cedar; 
in fact, it is claimed by some that the 
.•iction of the flre .has Improved the 
piling, making it far less subject to 
decay. 
- • 


The result of .the experiment will be 


vatched with ranch interest, for if out 
v/ardJy charred cedar piling is found 
.o be suitable 
for- railroad • ' use in 


:'idge./work",' there is a-great quantity 


of it that can be made useful. 


It is thought, too, that such timber 


•ay be used for other purposes, such 
'..v telephone and telegraph lines out 
i(Te" o*' cities, where the blackened 
•lies 
will 
not 
be 
objectionable 


•.;h:trred.cedar, it is expected, will have 
.:: remarkably, long life wbdn exposed 
In the weather. The'coast cedar'is 
11 idely known for its last. properties 
and timber men predict .that the 
burned over trees will resist 'decay 
ivrice as long- as green timber. 


There are large burned, over areas 


in Oregon that will become vahiabl* 
if the use of blackened piling is gen- 
erally adopted, and the method offers 
practical conservation for much timber 
throughout the northwest that has 
long been-regarded as of no vaiue. 


Moreover, this is even more import- 


ant, the clearing of the burned areas 
will facilitate new forest growth.
